Who is to Blame? 


In a time of religious declension in a church 
there is some consciousness of wrong among the 
disciples. Nothing but the very midnight of 
moral death can prevent this. But the painful 
pressure is prevented in individual cases, by the 
very common conclusion that the chief burden 
of the guilt belougs somewhere else. Religion is 
low—Christian privileges thinly attended—no 
conversions for long periods—the church dimin- 
ishing in numbers—sin triumphant on every 
side,—and multitudes crowding the way to death. 
Heavy responsibility rests somewhere. 

It is a convenient thing to lay it upon the pas- 
tor. Many do this with very little hesitation. — 
if the pastor was only an able man—era_ revi- 
val man, or a great preacher ; or if he would a- 
dopt this measure, or pursue that course, then 
Jacob would arise. The pastor is known to be 
good at bearing burdens, and he may as well 
have this laid upon him, especially as it comforts 
somebody to place it there. 

It is sometimes convenient also to blame ¢tle 
officers of the church for the low state of Zion. If 
they were only more experienced men, or young- 
er men, or more intelligent men, or more devot- 
ed men, or men in some wise different from what 
they now are, religion would flourish. ‘There is 
something about them that makes them peculiar- 
ly qualified to receive upon themselves the bur- 
den which certain disciples find it comfortable 
to place upon their shoulders. 

It is convenient to have some matter of vari- 
anceamong brethren, no matter how small, to 
make a pack-horse for the guilt arising from the 
present state of things. Some are forever laying 
all the blame of Zion’s depression, to,such facts 
when known to exist. ‘There seems to them no 
other probable cause. ‘hey are assured were 
this difference healed and that alienation brought 
to an end, the only barrier to Zion’s prosperi- 
ty would be removed. 

It is very comfortable to be able to discern 
the causes of Zion’s low estate elsewhere than 
in ourselves, ‘To lay sins at one’s own door, 
when a fittle survey of those around us will fur- 
nish plausible reasons for placing the burden on 
them,is not common to human nature in its 
present state. ‘To be free from all blame respec- 
ting the low condition of religion, and to be 
able confidently to proclaim where all the res- 
ponsibility lies, is a matter of no small satisfac- 
tion. 

But it is this very habit of omitting all survey 
of our own character, and casting all the burden 
of gyilt on others, that is one of the principal 
causes of the low state of religion. ‘This screen- 
ing one’s own sou: from all responsibility, by en- 
couraging the comforting conclusion that little or 
no blame rests on himself, but all rests elsewhere } 
sustains a state of mind utterly delusive in itself, 
an eminently dangerous to the cause of true pi- 
ety. Such a soul would not approach God with 
true humility and brokenness of heart for the! 
effusions of his Spirit. Its temper can hardly be | 
other than this; ‘I thank the Lord, that I wae 
not as other men.” Personal repentance—grief 
over the state of this person’s own heart is out of 
the question in the nature of the case. He who 
has laid the burden of Zion’s depression on oth- 
ers, can have little to do with confession and bro- 
kenness of heart. And most feeble will his a- 
gency be in promoting the revival of true relig- 
i0n. 

Who is to blame? Let the individual who is 
conscious of religious declension around him, 
knock first of all at the door of his own heart.— 
Let him summon up and review his own religious 
career, as month after month has developed it.— 
What kind of intercourse has he heen maintain- 
ing with God? What kind of influence haz he 
been exerting around him upon his fellow men? 
Let him not inquire what others have done or 
omitted.

The “Church and State”? Party. 


Since our last remarks on the Roman Catho- 
lic controversy, a new movement has been made 
bythe bishop, priests and people of that sect 
in this city. If our friends in the country 
have for a moment supposed that this was a Ju- 
cal question, confined to the city, and not 
concerning them immediately, they have now 
to hear that the subject is brought home to the 
“business and bosom” of every man in ‘the 
community. 

On ‘Tuesday evening of last week a large 
meeting of the Roman Catholic party was held 
in Washington Hall, which was addressed by 
Rer. Dr. Powers and Bishop Hughes, and res- 
olutions adopted to carry their demand directly 
before roe Leeistature of the State of New 
York! Vo that pass, it has already come. 
They who have flattered themselves that the 
war was over, and thatthe defeated enemy 
would not raily, have now to learn that they are 
in the field again, as bold in their plans, as am- 
bitious in their designs, as energetic in their op- 
erations, and as determined in the pursuit, as if 
they were flushed with past victories and con- 
fident of more. Whether they now succeed or 
not, depends, under God, on the activity or su- 
pineness of the Protestant Republicans of the 
State, We attended their meeting, and a sketch 
of it will be the best expésition of the principles 
and aims of the enemy with which we have to 
contend, 

Rev. Dr. Powers was the first speaker. He 
read a briet paragraph from one of the daily pa- 
pers in which the Romanists were spoken of in 
contrast with other citizens, and then said that 
it contained as many Jies as he ever saw in so 
small a space. He then went on to eulogise the 
Romish church, and to show that it was remark- 
ably friendly to liberty; the Pope was elective, 
the Bishops were independent of the Pope while 
they did their duty, and the Priests were inde- 
pendent of the Bishops, &c. He referred to 
Dr. Spring’s remark that he (Dr. S.) “ would 
prefer the religion of Voltaire to that of the Ro- 
man Catholic.” After having dwelt at some 
length on this sentiment as one peculiarly horri- 
ble, he told his intelligent auditory what dread- 
ful things John Calvin had tanght—he had even 
taught that God had made it necessary for men 
to sin, and then punish them for sinning; and so 
awful did Calvinism appear to him, that he said 
he ** would prefer the religion of Voltaire to that 
of Dr. Spring.” (The Bishop was not present 
when Dr. P. made this assertion, but coming in 
afterwards and alluding in bis speech to Dr. S. 
and his remarks he said, “ the minister of Christ 
who would give utterance to so dark-souled a 
sentiment, deserved no answer.’ Dr, Powers 
of course received the rebuke so unexpected- 
ly administered by his superior, with all forbear- 
ance.)

Our passage was made in a-cance to 
Lahaia, a distance of 860 miles; a perilous under- 
taking, for the sea was high, and fearfully threaten-

a passage in the King’s vessel to Honolulu—we 
had @ peasant meeting with our friends. 

Sairwkeck anD Lossog Lirg.—About the time 
of our leaving home, a sorrowful provideace eccur- 
red. The brethren # Honolulu, fearing that we 

sould nat venture upon a canoe, engaged a vessel, 
which was+o go to Hawaii for Mr. Lyons, and to 
call on his returm and take us. The vessel made 
its passage to Hawaii, and*when sear its place of 
destination was capsized and lost. All on board, 
consisting of thirty souls, were drowned except 
four. These seemed .to be miraculuasly preserved 
to tell the sad tale of the fate.of their companions. 

When the accident occurred, they were near the 
sWore, but the wind and current wereagainst them, 

and thinking it vain to atiempt to reach Hawaii, 
they congregated themselves upon the rolling bil- 
lows, and there together in their distress offered up 
their supplications to him alone who.could pre- 
serve them trem the threatening deep. 

These attempted to swim to Kahoolura, some 
thirty miles on the opposite side of the channel.— 
One man and his wife took a covered bucket and 
tied to their bodies, and in this way swam until!

A Sketch of John Huss. 

John Huss was a man of superior powers ; and 
he became-se eminently distinguished for his jearn- 
ing and eloquence, as to be appointed rector of the 
flourishing university of Prague. Here he resided 
iu the brigttest estimation ‘for sanctity of life, and 
was appointed chaplain to the Queen of Bohemia. 
He had profited by the writings of Wickliffe, which 
had found their way-into that eeamtry. Abhoring 
the licentiousness of the monks and the clergy, he 
preached zealously against their false miracles, 
impostures and vices; and recommended the works 
of the English reformer, whose sentiments he had 
embraced. ‘The Archbishap of Prague was incens- 
ed against Him, and an accusation against him was 
breugh: before the tribunal of the pope. He ap- 
pealed against it by proctors; but they were im- 
prisoned, and he was excommunicated. Such was 
the esteem -in which he was beld hy the Bobemian 
nobles, that be continued his ministry, uader their 
pretection, till he was summoned to appear before 
the council at Constance. Huss confidently antic- 
ipated martyrdom:; and in that ‘belief wrote to his 
congregation and friends, to abide in the doctrine 
of Christ. He did expeet to be allowed the liberty 
of pleading ins own eause; but un jis arrival at 
Constance, he was threwno into prisen, notwith- 
standing the prompt interference of his noble and 
i He was 
several times examined before com*nissioners ap- 
pointed to try him, on various articles exhibited 


against him; to these he was required to plead 


guilty, and tu ask pardon of all his merciless ene- 
mies. With their requisition, Huss woald by no 
weans consply, declaring, atthe same time, with 


(lewrs, his readiness to retract any -errer sincerely 


and upon oath, the moment he was convicted by 
the testimony of the Holy seriptures that it was er- 
ror. Being presented before the council, in the 
presence of the emperor, and an asseniblage of diz- 
nitaries, he was condemned to the stake, and his 
writings to-be burnt. “Deputations-in vain attempt- 
ed to prevatl op him to recant; and, after enduring 
all the indignities whieh a superstitious malice 
could inflict, he subaaitied tothe fatal flames in the 
| sparit ofa genuine disciple of Christ. The mutti- 
|ide were astonished at his pious behavior, and 
\said, * What this man has done, we know not; bat 
jwe hear him now offer up most excellent prayers 
to God.” ‘The elector Palatine prevenred him from 
speaking:to the people, ordering bim to be burnt, as 
he could not prevail upon him to retract. Huss 
with aloud voice, etied, “Lord Jesus, [ humbly 
suffer this cruel death for thy sake; [ pray thee 
‘orgive all my enemies.” He sealed the truth with 
his blood A. D. 1415.—Episcopal Record.

‘This edition con- 
tains also other valuable improvements upon the 
Quarto, which is acknowledged in England, as 
well as inthis country, to be the best English 
Dictionary extant. 

I shall offer to my fellow citizens this work, 
not perfect indeed, for no man can make a per- 
fect dictionary of our copious language; but as 
one that approximates to a complete work of the 
kind. In this work are corrected errors which 
disfigure the best writings in the language, the 
common version of the scriptures, the language 
of some of our laws, and that of our periedicals 
and newspapers—errors which are daily read or 
taught in our schools. 

I shall present this work to you in full confi- 
dence that in the developement of the primary 
principles of language and of the manner in 
which languages have been formed ; it is the on- 
ly work yet published, which furnishes a theory 
which is substantially correct. 
The abridgments of this work and all my oth- 
er publications, my History of the United States, 
my Grammar, my Manual of Useful Studies, my 
Elementary Spelling Book, and the supplement 
to it, or ‘Teacher, are or will soon be made con- 
formable in orthography to this large dictiona- 
ry. 
I have now finished what I am able to do for 
correcting and improving our language, and 
laying the foundation of its national character 
—a language destined to be used by haif the in- 
habitants of the globe. Whatever remains to be 
done, fellow citizens, depends on you and your 
children. 
If publishers of newspapers will aid in giving 
circulation to this notice, they will very much 
oblige me and probably some of their readers.

Attempt to Rob a Bank.—During the last 
summer, three rogues from New York were ar- 
rested on suspicion of having robbed the jewel- 
ry store of D. Goddard and Co. Nothing was 
proved against them and they were discharged, 
although all seemed to be satisfied that they were 
here on a marauding expedition.
